The name of the man who gut a\vay i 


was John Kennedy. He was brought j 
here about two months ago in com- 
pany with anotlu-r man, who had been ' 
arrested at Marshlield i>n the charge I 
of beating and rubbing a man iip ' 
there. 
The amount of money they j 


secured was only about two dollars', 
but they were bound over to the cir- 
cuit court, and were awaiting trial 
when Kennedy escaped. 


The man had cut a hole through the 


brick wall immediately behind the 
steam radiator, he having turned the 
radiator down on the Iloor in order to 
get at his work. In order to accom- 
plish the work he had used two pieces 
of iron that he had succeeded in un- 
bolting from the door and bed. 
After 


the hole was made he tore up his blan- 
ket and making a rope, tied one end 
to the steam pipe and started his 
descent of about forty feet. The rope 
broke, however, and although he was 
able lo get away, he must have re- 
ceived a pretty good shaking up, as 
where he came down on the ground 
showed deep indentions made by his 
feet. 
Since his escape nothing has 


been heard from him. The people in 
charge of Ihe jail knew nothing of 
Ihe escape iiniil they were, awakened 
by passers by, who noticed the hole in 
the wall and surmised thai there bad 
been an escape. 


Sheriff 
McLaughlin was 
not 
at 


home at Ihe time of Ihe breaking, he 
having been up in northern Minne- 
sota after a criminal. 
During- his ab- 


sence John Codding was acting as 
turnkey, and he had observed the 
usual precautions in taking care of 
the prisoners. 


It had been the custom during the 


excessively hot weather lo allow ihe 
prisoners to come out of their cages 
and occupy Ihe corridor during the 
day, and iheu lock them into their 
cells each night. When it came lime 
to lock lliem in it was ihe practice of 
the turnkey to enter the corridor and 
call each man by name and thus dis- 
cover if lie were in his cell, and aseaeli 
man answered to his name lo lock the 
door of each cage, and thus make sure 
thai each was safe for the night. 
When ihe rounds were made Saturday 
night each man seemed to be in his 
cage as usual, but Kennedy succeeded 
in fooling the turnkey. H issunposed 
that he got close to his cage around 
the corner from the door, and putting 
his face close to the bars, it sounded 
as if he were inside. At any rate, he 
remained in the corridor by which his 
escape was made possible. 


Il is the opinion of Sherill Mc- 


T.aughlin that the man did the greater 
part of his work on the wall during 
the daytime, removing all but the 
outer layer of bricks, which were 
easily removed after nightfall, when 
people had disappeared 
from 
the 


streets. The work might easily have 
been done in the daylime, as by turn- 
ing the radiator back in place il would 
hide the break in the wall enough so 
that il would not be noticed by any- 
one in the corridor. 


Kennedy had evidently been plan- 


ning his escape for sonic time as he 
had everything 
arranged, 
besides 


which he was favored by circum- 
stances. The corridor is supposed to 
be perfectly safe, and is so under 
ordinary circumstances, but a mistake 
was made when all the bars about the 
cells were not riveted in place instead 
of being fastened with nuts.

CYCLK PATH. 


Outline of Ihe Nfw l.uw In Kcslanl 


10 Sumi>. 


Iii several of the more progressive 


states laws have been passed within 
the last two or three years with special 
reference to the 
construction 
and 


proper maintenance of side paths for 
thtMise of wheelmen and pedestrians. 


This is a part of the general move- 


ment for good roads that is in progress 
in this country, notably in Massachu- 
setts, A'ew Jersey and New York state 
in the cast, and Michigan, Wisconsin 
and Minnesota 111 the middle west. 


The cycle path law passed by our 


legislature at its last session is "much 
like the New York state law in its pro- 
visions. Its chief features are as fol- 
lows: 


The county judge appoints a board 


of side path commissioners for the 
county, consisting of live or seven 
members, who serve without pay. 


This board is authorized and em- 


powered to construct and maintain 
side paths along any public road or 
street, after obtaining the approval of 
the town board in which the path is to 
be constructed, or of the village board 
of any incorporated village. 


The funds with which to pay for ihe 


construction of the paths is obtained 
by means of a license fee which shall 
not be less than fifty cents nor more 
than $l.oo, to be paid by all wheelmen 
who make use of the paths already 
built, or which may hereafter be built 
by the board of "side path commis- 
sioners. 


The license issued to the wheelmen 


is in the form of a tag, which must be 
kept attached to the left front fork of 
the wheel. 


Only wheels bearing such license 


will be allowed on the cycle paths. 
The usual-penalties for violating any 
of the provisions of this law are pro- 
vided for in the act. 


It will be noticed that this law is 


peculiar in one respect. That is il re- 
quires the money for building the 
paths to be paid solely by the wheel- 
men; nobody else is required lo pay a 
penny. Heretofore cycle paths have 
been built by voluntary contributions 
by the wheelmen, and it is probable 
that of the number now using the 
paths in this county not one in twenty- 
live contributed unylhing toward pay- 
ing for them. The new law will rem- 
edy this irregularity and will enable 
the board to prooerly care for the paths 
already built and extend them into dis- 
tricts where there are none at present. 


The Wisconsin valley is particularly 


well adapted to the building and using 
of side paths. Nowhere else can they 
be made more cheaply and nowhere 
can they be used more months in the 
year than in Wood county, livery mile 
of good path adds to the value of every 
wheel by increasing its usefulness. If 
the wheelmen of the county lake hold 
of this matter as they should we can 
make this the banner county of the 
state for good wheeling. The cost to 
each wheelman is trilling, yet the large 
number of wheels ridden in the county 
should 
furnish a fund sufficient to 


largely increase the number and ex 
lent of paths, as well as to greatly im 
prove these we already have.— A."

ing this demand is mainly responsible 
for the recent call for another $5,000.- 
000 on the stockholders of the Central 
Union Telephone Company by John 1. 
Snbin, the new President. In his circu- 
lar letter to the stockholders he said: 
".There Is no use crymg over spilled 
mill; or abusing one another for things 
not accomplished. The people of Illi- 
nois, Indiana. Ohio and Iowa want tel- 
ephone service. Are you giving it with 
fewer than 70,000 stations? 
When 


you 
have 
300,000 exchange stations 


then you will have a good start, not 
before. 
You are not satisfying the 


public because your system does not 
reach far enough. 
There are scores 


of villages and small towns that, taken 
as a whole, should have !JUO,000 tele- 
phones iu which the Central Union has 
not a single Instrument."

United States, nt Buffalo, the inde- 
pendent companies are more largely en- 
gaged in furnishing tills kind of service 
In Indiana thnii the older company, lie 
said the Central Union, according to Its 
own figures, hud 2'iOUO telephones in 
the State, while the independent com- 
panies had 54,500. 
it is probable that 


the reason the'Independent companiei 
have more telephones In the rural dis- 
tricts is because that was a Held not 
cultivated by the Central Union when 
It was alone in the telephone business 
In this State. 
The new companies 


were quick to get into the neglcetec 
Held, and they nre cultivating it well. 


No exact figures have been gathered 


belt. 
It is probable that there are I 


farmhouse telephones in seventy of the 
ninety-two Counties of the State. 


In some instances there are small 


systems where three or four farmers 
-acli get u S10 telephone outfit, use the 
wire fences for lines of communication, 
ind are thus restricted to conversations 
among themselves. Such-a system is 
used just outside the limits of this city, 
where six families of one name on ad- 
joining farms have this easy communi- 
cation withone another. There is no 
'exchange." One ring calls one of them, 
two rings call another, and so on to 
six rings. 
In more pretentious sys- 


tems tin; wires are strung on bean poles 
or fence posts from farm to farm, and 
an exchange is established with switch- 
ing facilities. The companies are dis- 
couraging crude equipment, however, 
and these home-made lines are thus 
only used for strictly local purposes. 
The companies will not connect their 
lines with them. They say a chain Is 
no stronger than its weakest link, and 
they will not have the general service 
impaired by a weak part of It. 


Here are some things Mr. Shoerin 


said in his Buffalo address: "The tele- 
phone is a greater boon to farmers than 
to any other class. The great draw- 
backs to country life are its Isolation, 
meager opportunities for social inter- 
course and fewer opportunities for pro- 
tection. If the farmer Is out of touch 
with the market the telephone brings 
his ear close to it; the weather report 
is brought to his door to protect his 
crops and Ills cattle; the 
telephone 


saves ills horses weary miles of (ravel 
to transact his every-day business.

"The farmer should not put up cheap 


grounded 
telephone 
lines on native 


poles 300 to 400 feet apart, marring 
the landscape. The poorly constructed 
telephone is worse than no telephone. 
The lino should bu regarded as part of 
the road itself and equally for the pur- 
pose of facilitating messages. The tel- 
ephone is a messenger—it is a troop of 
messengers. It should be as free from 
Interruption on the highways of a coun- 
try as the bearer of a writ of habeas 
corpus. 
There is no way by which 


messages can be transmitted with so 
little wear and tear to the roadway. 


"The time is not far off when tele- 


phone linos will be looked on as sacred 
property. 
In some respects the tclo- 


phone is the most important use vf the ' 
highway. Trees should give way 
K> 


the telephone, as they have to she- mak- \ 
ing of ivads. Where telephones run. , 
trees should be set back -5 to 3li feet. 
The country telephone lines should be . 
of the best material, on well-shaped j 
I>oli'.< at least 25 feet high and 
six j 


' inches in diameter.

• the wires be as near the ground as eliv- 
| trieal conditions will permit, except at 


road crossings. 


"Many unall exchanges are prefer- 


able to fewer large ones. 
Village ex- 


changes should have conucciion with 
town exchanges and comity seat ex- 
changes, ami these with city ami lung- 
distance exchanges, so that the farmer 
may speak to anybody anywhere. For 
this lie ought to have not'only a good 
equipment, but even a better equip- 
ment than any one else. His Hue should 
not consist of worn-out or old material 
from town and city lines. 
He is much 


more dependent on gooif service than 
the city man.1' 


Telephone rates to farmers as a rule 


are lower than the city charges. The 
companies say the construction cost 
of the country lines Is much less. In 
this county Hie farmer gels his tele- 
phone for SIS a year and this entitles 
him to free service in the city and out- 
side it within the county. Take Hit- 
New Augusta exchange as illustration. 
Of 75 patrons. 50 are farmers, the most 
distant from the 
town 
living 
live 


miles out. In addition to having quick 
communication with -1!) other farmers 
lie may order Ills groceries at live or 
six stores, cull two or three doctors 
or n veterinary surgeon, ring up two 
butchers and consult with a justice of 
the peace. These are all within easy 
reach at New Augusia. So are two saw- 
mills, one grist mill and a blacksmith 
shop. So if lie wants to borrow from 
his neighbors or to get harvest hc>|p lie 
may know without leaving his house 
whether he inay get them. He can call 
to his blacksmith or his barber: "Any- 
thing ahead of me," ami when there 
isn't hitch up ills Maud S. and "be 
there In 11 minute." Or he may mount 
his bicycle or jump on the interurbiin

Cream of AHparacu-*. 


There are two ways of utilizing Ihe 


pulp of the stalks. When there Is a 
pint or more of it, heat it with white- 
sauce or cream, and serve it on toast 
as a vegetable; when the quantity is 
small, make It into a-soup as follows: 
Fur a quart of soup, put in a thick, 
saucepan over the tire a heaping tea- 
spoonful each of flour aud good butter, 
and stir Ilicru until they are smoothly 
blended; then gradually stir in a pint: 
each of hot. water and milk, about n 
cupful of asparagus pulp, and n palata- 
ble seasoning of salt, white popper, 
and a very little grated nutmeg; stir 
the soup until it boils and Is perfectly 
.smooth, and then serve it hot. The 
pulp is made by boiling the tough end* 
ot asparagus stalks until tbe outer fiber 
softens enough to permit tbe pulp to 
be pressed out with a potato-masher in 
H sieve and rubbed through the sieve.

Builder, a H:at Victim- 


Jacob S. Rogers, who succumbed to 


ihe intense heat in Xew York during 
:he hot weather, was the richest man 
m 2»ew Jersey and was perhaps the 
osost eccentric millionaire New York 
aas known. He was born in 1824, and 
"n 1S50 succeeded to the locomotive 
Business his father. Thomas Rogers, 
Siad built up in Paterson, N. J., after 
aaving constructed the first locomotive 
made in America.

Hughes died two years 
ago, and then Mr. Rogers astonished 
the world and Paterson in particular 
by announcing that he would close the 
Uogers Locomotive Works when out- 
standing contracts were filled. Remon- 
strance meetings were held, and Mr. 
Rogers was asked to reconsider. It was 
pointed out to nim that ke would tkrow. 
two thousand men out of employment. 
His reply was ckaracateristic- 


"I have paid them for tkeir work." 


ke said, "and I am under no obligation 
to them. As for Paterson. I care noth- 
ing;. Tke works are mine, aad 1 will 
close them." 


And ke did. Then it was proposed to 


Mr. Rogers tkat ke should sell the 
works. His requirements were so great, 
however, tkat no offer was made.

Next Mr. Rogers asked the courts to

motive Works. This was done, and 
the receiver sold tkeni for $002,000. 


Mr. Rogers said tkat ke had, at tkat 


time, never sold anything but locomo- 
tives and butter—and Le told the trutb. 
"He invested in securities and did noc 
sell them. If the securities were forced 
to a fictitious value. Jacob Rogers paid 
uo attention. He bought much real es_-4 
tate. that kas increased in value, and' 
Ue kas never sold. 


At Pomnrjjn ke owned a stock farm 


of many kundred of acres, where ke 
raised blooded cattle, thorougbbred 
horses and maintained extensive game 
preserves. Butter making was bis hob- 
by. He sold the product of his dairy at 
iO cents a. pound—never varying. When 
the demand for it grew, ke was offered 
a larger price. His reply was that but- 
ter such as be made was worth 40 cents 
a pound and no more- 


He never married, and his only rela- 


lives are nephews and nieces. To these 
he leaves $250,000. together witk two 
SLOOO annuities. The balance of his es- 
tate, estimated at $3.000,000. though it 
may far exceed this, ke beqaeatbs as 
an endowment to the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art of New York. The wilL 
it is believed, will be contested by dis- 
satisfied heirs.
